As the latest wave of fighting 
in the capital area went into its 
10th day, South Vietnamese mil­ 
itary 
headquarters reported 
that 600 to 800 fresh Viet Cong 
troops had slipped into the 
northern suburb of Gia Dinh, 
2Vz miles from the center of Sai­ 
gon. 
This coincided with an allied 
communique stating that 1,019 
Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese were killed in and 
around the capital during the 
week ending last Saturday. 
South Vietnamese troops, who 
were said to have done most of 
the fighting, reported their own 
casualties as light. U.S. forces 
listed six Americans killed and 
32 wounded for the period. 
The rocket decimated the top 
echelon of the Saigon city ad­ 
ministration.

Quoc Chu, the director of the 
port of Saigon and Vice Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky’s brother-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Too 
old at 40 to get a job? 
Starting next week it will be 
against federal law for most 
employers, labor unions or em­ 
ployment agencies to tell you 
that. 
A new law protecting persons 
40 to 65 from employment dis­ 
crimination 
because of age 
goes into effect June 12. 
“The law is designed to pro­ 
mote the employment of older 
workers based on their ability 
and to prohibit arbitrary age 
discrimination in employment,” 
said the Labor Department. 
The Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act was passed by 
Congress and signed by Presi­ 
dent Johnson last year. 
It fo rb id s emp lo y ers to refu se 
to h ire—o r to fire a p erso n —b e- 
cu se o f ag e o r to p ay d ifferen t 
wag e rates o r lesser jo b b en efits 
o n th e b asis o f ag e. 
The law exempts bona fide 
seniority systems and pension 
plans, but says pension plans 
—which are more costly for 
newly hired older workers—can-

Italian Police 
Face Students 


ROME (AP) —Riot police cut 
through the barricaded gate of 
the embattled University of 
Rome today and moved into the 
leftist-occupied campus to break 
up new fighting between rival 
student groups. 
The police action was grimly 
formal. First an official donned 
the tricolor sash that signified 
he acted in the name of the re­ 
public. Then a trumpeter tooted 
three shrill blasts that meant 
“this is official.” 
Then a huge pair of metal 
clippers was used to cut the 
chain with which red-flag leftist 
students and black-flag anar­ 
chists locked the gates three 
days ago when they occupied 
the university.

not be used as an excuse to re­ 
fuse to hire an individual. 
Labor organizations are for­ 
bidden to exclude or to expel 
anyone from membership be­ 
cause of age, or to refuse to re­ 
fer a worker for employment.

It was the first time riot po­ 
lice have moved onto the cam­ 
pus since March when hundreds 
of students and police were in­ 
jured in fierce fighting there. 
The action today came after a 
battle that lasted almost an 
hour between 300 antileftist stu­ 
dents attacking from the outside 
and nearly 2,000 battling to hold 
their control over the campus. 
At least 10 students were car­ 
ried away to hospitals. 
The attackers broke through 
part of the gate and poured onto 
the campus, hurling rocks and 
flaming bundles of rags. 
The defenders, charging into 
the fray with cries of “Ho Chi 
Minh,” drove them back. 
At that point a handful of po­ 
lice who had tried in vain to 
keep the rival factions apart 
called for reinforcments. 
The students occupying the 
campus fell back before the offi­ 
cial police entry without resis­ 
tance. 
The prospect of a government 
crisis and continued social un­ 
rest hung over the country only 
two weeks after the national 
elections. 
Premier Aldo Moro, whose 
Christian 
Democrats 
made 
gains in the election, will submit 
his resignation after the new 
Parliament convenes Wednes­ 
day. 
This is required by custom 
after a national election, but 
Moro has no hopes of again 
forming a government with the 
center-left coalition he had led 
for the past five years. 


Indiscriminate Looting 
Hurts Government Image 


SAIGON (AP) — The Vietnamese soldier jogged down the 
street with three radios stolen from a Chinese store on the 
fringe of a four-block area filled with Viet Cong snipers. 
His sergeant across the street hollered: ‘‘Hey, you! 
Where are you going with all those radios? Why do you take 
so many? You only need one.” 
The soldier grinned sheepishly but dropped only one radio. 
The sergeant ambled across the debris-littered street, 
picked up the radio and tied it to his field pack. 
Lulls in the street fighting now going on in Saigon offer an 
apparently irresistible temptation to the poorly paid South 
Vietnamese soldier whose idea of luxury normally is a stolen 
chicken to supplement his poor food ration. 
Tank men who didn’t need to worry about the extra 
weight, “ liberated” large numbers of radios. One army truck 
was seen loading up with television sets. Several policemen 
joined in the raids on the radios and other items. 
Liquor bottles, shoes and canned food could be seen peek­ 
ing from many field packs. 
Several soldiers passed around British cigarettes, the most 
expensive smoker’s item on the black market. Soldiers 
displayed shiny new American gas lighters, and some wore 
gold or silver tie clasps on the front of their dirty uniforms. 
Sometimes the looting seems directly tied to how heavy 
the fighting is, when they are on the move and attacking, the 
soldiers seem to pass up luxury items although they do 
scoop up food, soft drinks and cigarettes wherever they find 
them. 
Some of the troops fired bursts from their M16 rifles to 
break the locks on the steel shutters protecting the fronts of 
shops in the area.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Tropical 
storm Abby developed into a 
hurricane shortly before noon 
today and aimed her torrential 
rains and screaming winds at 
west Florida’s heavily populat­ 
ed Tampa Bay area.

New Steel Negotiations 
Blanketed in Optimism 


NEW YORK (AP) - Negotia­ 
tors for the AFL-CIO United 
Steelworkers of America, after 
weekend contract settlements 
with the major aluminum com­ 
panies, today open contract 
talks covering about 480,000 em­ 
ployes of the 11 major steel pro­ 
ducers in the most optimistic at­ 
mosphere in years. 
The negotiations are between 
the 1.2 million-member union 
and the Coordinating Committee 
of Steel Companies, represent­ 
ing the 11 steel producers. 
The negotiations starting to­ 
day can set a pattern for mem­ 
bers of the union not involved in 
the present talks. 
For the first time, prelimi­ 
nary talks were held on local is­ 
sues, and many were settled in 
six weeks of talks. 
The Steelworkers’ 33-man ex­ 
ecutive board, headed by union 
President I.W. Abel, met Sun­ 
day to plan strategy. Follwing 
that session, the union's 206- 
member negotiating advisory 
committee met. An 
aide of 


Abel said the committee meet­ 
ing involved procedures, and 
there was no public announce­ 
ment of what went on. 
The basic steel industry has 
not had a major strike since a 
116-day walkout in 1959. The 
White House, however, has in­ 
tervened several times in con­ 
tract talks. 
The current 35-month con­ 
tract, which expires Aug. 1, was 
agreed upon after President 
Johnson intervened in 1965. 
Although the United Steel­ 
workers had signed a new 
three-year pact covering half of 
the nation’s aluminum workers, 
the two aluminum giants—Alcoa 
and Reynolds—were struck dur­ 
ing the weekend by the AFL- 
CIO Aluminum Workers union. 
Alcoa—the Aluminum Co. of 
America—reported that half its 
capacity was halted. It is the 
nation's largest aluminum pro­ 
ducer. 
The United Steelworkers has 
said that in its negotiations with 
the major steel companies it 


would demand a pay increase of 
6 per cent and fringe benefits. 
Wages now average $3.83 an 
hour, according to the union. 
The companies have said wages 
and fringe benefits combined to­ 
tal $4.88 an hour: 
A union spokesman said the 
new contract with the five larg­ 
est aluminum producers con­ 
tained a wage increase exceed­ 
ing the 6.1 per cent won in the 
can industry recently. After a 
nine-month strike, copper wait­ 
ers got an 8 per cent increase. 
About the same terms were 
agreed to during the weekend 
by the Steelworkers Union, 
which represents half of the 
60,000 aluminum workers, and 
the AFL-CIO United Auto Work­ 
mens, which represents about 
*4,700 workers of Alcoa. 
The Aluminum Workers Un­ 
ion, however, turned down the 
United Steelworkers formula, 
which usually sets the pattern 
for the industry. The smaller 
union called out 11,000 members 
at Alcoa and 4,000 at Reynolds.

EAG LE, 
Vietnam 
(AP) — Looking on the bright 
side of things, Chaplain Libby 
fingered the shrapnel holes in 
his fatigues and punned feebly: 
“ I guess you could say we are 
holey today.” 
The chaplain, Maj. B. W. Lib­ 
by of Dumas. Tex., and his 
youthful assistant of only one 
week. Sec. 4 Jerry Knoepfel of 
Jacksonville, Fla., had under­ 
gone a trying night. 
Now, they were sort of clean­ 
ing up the wreckage of their 
shell-shattered tent and display­ 
ing Christian fortitude toward 
the GI humor directed at them 
by a stream of sympathizers. 
Certainly, there hadn’t been 
much humor the night before. A 
beefed up company of Viet Cong 
sappers had attacked the base 
camp of the 1st Brigade, 101st 
Airborne Division. Perhaps 30 
Viet Cong had broken through 
the outer wire and set up a 
rocket grenade position barely 
50 yards from the chaplain’s 
tent. Some of the enemy troop­ 
ers had actually been on top of 
the chaplain’s small bunker. 
And for almost an hour, until 
they were driven back, the Viet 
Cong were all around, and un­ 
likely to note in the darkness 
that the chaplain was technical­ 
ly a noncombatant. 
But in the bright sunlight of 
the morning the GIs couldn’t re 
sist joking at the expense of the 
burly, 
31-year-old 
chaplain, 
whose reputation for never car­ 
rying a gun was well known in 
the brigade. The idea of the 
chaplain and his assistant, clad 
only in shorts, diving into a 
bunker and being scared to 
death for an hour somehow 
touched the Army’s funnybone. 
So 
Libby 
and 
19-year-old 
Knoepfel went along with the 
jokes and made some halfheart­ 
ed sallies of their own. Thus the 
feeble pun when the chaplain 
fingered the blown up wooden 
locker that had held all his 
clothes, now all cut up by shrap­ 
nel. 
He admitted to speaking rath­ 
er sharply to Knoepfel. 
“ He’s just been here for a 
week and it was his sad awak­ 
ening,” the chaplain said. 
“ It was the first time in my 
life that I had been shot at,” 
added Knoepfel. “ I can say that 
1 don’t like it. I kept telling my­ 
self you are not afraid, you are 
not afraid ’ And I kept answer­ 
ing myself ‘I’m scared. I’m 
scared 
Let’s face it. 1 was 
scared .” 
And during that time, the 
Methodist chaplain prayed and 
was somehow thankful that his 
sandy-haired young assistant 
was also a Methodist. 


I nstitute I s Getting Off Ground

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
fledgling American Film Insti­ 
tute has tried its wings in Holly­ 
wood. and observers agree that 
it is getting off the ground. 
The film capital itself has 
been little aware of the AFI, 
which has been headquartered 
in Washington, D C. Both its di­ 
rector. George Stevens Jr., and 
its staunch supporter, Produc­ 
tion Association head Jack Va­ 
lenti, are Washington-oriented. 
Most of the initial organizing of 
the institute, founded last year 
by equal grants of $1.3 million 
by the National Council on the 
Arts, the Ford Foundation and 
the major film companies, was 
done in the East. 
Last week the 21-man, one- 
woman—actress Elizabeth Ash­ 
ley—board of trustees of the 
A FI met for the first time in 
Hollywood. Afterward a gather­ 
ing was held to explain the insti­ 
tute’s progress to the press and 
to such industry figures as John 
Ford, Charlton Heston. Lew 
Wasserman, 
George 
Stevens 
Sr., and King Vidor. 
Board 
Chairman 
Gregory 


Peck cited “ progress far beyond 
anything that any one of us had 
any reason to expect.” Stevens 
described the activities in the 
institute's fields of interest: 
1. Preservation of the Ameri­ 
can film. Using the Library of 
Congress as a repository, the 
A FI wants to rescue historic 
movies from extinction. It is­ 
sued a “ rescue list” of 250 im­ 
portant films that were no long­ 
er accessible—“close to 75 per 
cent have now been located.” 
The institute plans a catalogue 
of American films, a service to 
coordinate information and a 
system to make film classics 
available for film historians and 
educators. 
2. Audience development. The 
A FI is sponsoring a summer 
seminar at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara for 
teachers of film throughout the 
country. Fellowships for film 


historians and educators are 
being established. 
3. Training of film makers. 
The A FI hopes to bring students 
into the studios and film makers 
into the universities, providing 
an internship system for film 
students. A center for advanced 


film studies will be established 
somewhere in California by Sep­ 
tember 1969. 


4. Film production. To stimu­ 
late rebirth of the neglected 
short film, the institute has 
made grants ranging from $500 
to $10,000 to 13 students and sev­ 
en commercial producers.

A top aide to Abernathy, the 
Rev. Andrew Young, said he 
couldn’t give a precise financial 
picture but added that the SCLC 
was tapping all its sources of 
support. 
The last estimate on the cost 
of the still unfinished campaign­ 
ers’ shantytown was $84,000. 
The encampment of plywood 
huts near the Lincoln Memorial 
reflecting pool has expanded lit­ 
tle since heavy rains made it a 
muddy mess in its recently 
completed third week. 
Campaign officials said in re­ 
cent days the camp was about 
three-fourths completed and had 
about 2,200 people on the 
grounds. Another 2,000 had been 
evacuated temporarily to area 
churches because of the mud, 
the rain and the cold, joining 
about 1,000 others who hadn’t 
been able to move in for lack of 
space. 
About 90 per cent or more of 
those at the camp appear to be 
Negroes, a large percentage of 
them apparently poor. The ra­ 
cial breakdown would become

Cash contributions ranging 
from a quarter to $5,000 have 
come from individuals and oth­ 
er organizations spanning a 
broad spectrum of American so­ 
ciety.

And 
he said other civil rights groups 
so far have given no money. 
Food has been donated in 
large quantity by all the nation­ 
al food chains, some by individ­ 
uals and other groups. 


Yet campaign officials esti­ 
mate they’ve had to buy about 
60 per cent of the food for about 
5,000 people at an estimated be­ 
fore-donations cost of $1 per 
person per day.

Inadequacy 
Charges 
From FCC 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
members of the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission say 
most of the nation’s 7,500 radio 
and television stations inadequ­ 
ately explain local events, and 
charge the other five FCC mem­ 
bers aren’t working to improve 
the situation. 
Commissioners Kenneth A. 
Cox and Nicholas Johnson said 
if news and public affairs pro­ 
gramming is not improved, 
there will no longer be a need 
for FCC policy decision to pro­ 
tect “ local stations against a 
transformation of the broadcast­ 
ing system." 
They said the FCC does this 
by encouraging the growth of 
small, local UHF television sta­ 
tions, regulating cable television 
and refusing to let big radio sta­ 
tions increase power beyond 
50,000 watts so they can be 
heard at greater distances. 
But despite these efforts, Cox 
and Johnson said, “ the concept 
of local service is a myth.” 
Their comments were in a re­ 
port released during the week­ 
end of a three-month study of 
Oklahoma’s radio and television 
stations. They said Oklahoma 
was chosen for convenience, 
and that the broadcast situation 
there is typical of the nation­ 
wide pattern regarding local 
service. 
The two commissioners said 
that with few exceptions, sta­ 
tions “ provide literally no pro­ 
gramming than can meaningful­ 
ly be described as local expres­ 
sion. 
“ They provide very little that 
can be tailored to specific needs 
of their individual communi­ 
ties.” 
This comes at a time when 
“ America’s greatest needs are 
local needs,’’ Cox and Johnson 
said. 
“ Virtually every city in this 
country has found itself en­ 
gulfed by incipient rebellion" 
and “ the future of this country 
hinges on the ability of individu­ 
al cities to create communica­ 
tion where it has never existed. 
“ Only the local media can 
serve that need.’’ 
Despite these problems, the 
two commissioners said, the 
majority of the FCC has “ let the 
system putter off on its merry 
way without ever taking a look 
to see how it is working.’’ 
That majority refuses “ to 
give serious scrutiny to the per­ 
formance of applicants before 
granting their requests for re­ 
newal” of licenses, Cox and 
Johnson added.

been hit. 
The situation has done nothing to improve the 
government's image or to convince the people of Saigon that 
the soldiers are their protectors against Viet Cong 
depredations. 
However, there is an added dimension to the looting in 
Cholon, the Chinese section of Saigon, where much of the 
current fighting is now taking place. The Vietnamese have 
always disliked the Chinese because of their domination of 
commerce. Like some looters in the United States, the 
soldiers may feel that they are only getting back a little of 
what has been squeezed out of them in the past

Resu rrection City has not been a v ery happy place 
these day s. For almost a week, rain beat down 
steadily on the plastic roofs of the beav erboard 
shacks. The plastic was pu t there to let the su n shine 
in. Bu t when there is no su nshine the seams of the 
plastic drip rain. 
The rain might hav e had a pleasant sou nd if there 
hadn't been so mu ch of it ; or if there was something 
else to do in Resu rrection City . All y ou can do is 
sit and think. “Sometimes.” said a woman from 
Georgia, “we ju st sit” 
“The park arou nd the Lincoln Memorial is going 
to be a mess,” said one Washington resident. 
It’s already a mess The area inside the snow fence 
which forms a stockade arou nd the shacks has been 
a sea of mu d. It’s the same kind of a mess inside 
another stockade at the other end of the park, where 
slav es were held in the 18 5 0s when their families 
were broken u p to be shipped to Northern Virginia 
and the tobacco plantations of Sou thern Mary land. 
Abraham Lincoln, then a Congressman, looked 
down on that slav e market and made his resolv e to 
become President and free the slav es. 
The statu e of Abe Lincoln looks ou t today on the 
stockade in the park alongside his memorial. All 
night long a light shines on his ru gged featu res, and 
his ey es hav e the appearance of nev er sleeping as 
he looks ou t on the city hou sing the descendants of 
those stockade residents of 100 y ears ago. 
He wonders, no dou bt, what brou ght the poor 
people marching u p from the Sou th and what 
progress they hav e made in the hu ndred y ears since 
emancipation 
— Paper Profits — 
On paper they hav e made a lot. Belatedly they 
hav e the right to v ote. Theoretically they hav e the 
right to sit beside white children in equ al schools. 
They can patronize the same restau rants, u se the 
same restrooms, bu ses, hotels, and railroad trains. 
The day s of Jim Crow are ov er. Bu t do they hav e the 
equ al right to make a liv ing? Are they permitted to

Are the cards stacked 
against them when it comes to the land laws? 
Abov e all, are they forced off the land which they 
hav e plowed and hoed and cu ltiv ated throu gh the 
generations? 
The answeres are contained in a thick green 
v olu me entiUed “Department of Agricu ltu re and 
Related Agencies’ Appropriations — Fiscal Year 
1968 ,” which contains the names of the big fanners 
who are su bsidized by the rest of u s for keeping their 
land idle. The book does not contain the names of 
the poor people who are thereby forced off the land. 
Thu mbing throu gh these pages, the answer is 
definitely y es. The cards are stacked against the 
poor people of the Sou th. The laws are written so 
they fav or the big landowner, not the tenant farmer 
who is made homeless by the laws written by a 
Congress where the key committee chairmanships, 
the power establishment, stem from ru ral areas of 
the United States. 
Thu mbing throu gh the sbu sidy pay ments made to 
cotton plantation owners in Mississippi, y ou get 
some idea of how things are stacked against the poor 
people. In Su nflower Cou nty there is Mrs. Eastland 
wife, of the Senator from Mississippi, who gets 
$129,977 in one y ear for cu tting back cotton acreage. 
There is also W. D. Patterson, who gets $67,600; plu s 
many , many more. 
There is a total of 340 plantation owners in 
Su nflower Cou nty along who receiv ed $6,8 09,5 29 for 
cu tting back cotton acreage and throwing poor 
people off the land. And this inclu des only those 
who get $5 ,000 or more from Uncle Sam. Those 
receiv ing below $5 ,000 are not tabu lated. 
— Penalizing the Poor — 
Or glance at some of the other Mississippi 
cou nties. They are similar, as are the rest of the 
farm states. In Alabama, W.L. Corcoran of Barbou r 
Cou nty got $5 4,666, Ben Gowden got $5 1,226, 
Emmett Scroggins got $44,78 6, all for cu tting back 
acreage in one y ear alone. 
In Colbert Cou nty , Alabama, 79 plantation owners 
receiv ed $1,042,298 last y ear, and in Lawrence 
Cou nty 
112 
farmers 
receiv ed 
$1,675 ,310. 
In 
Limestone Cou nty , 126 farmers receiv ed $1,75 5 ,642 
for throwing Negroes off the land. 
Some of the poor people at Resu rrection City are 
Spanish-Americans 
from 
Arizona, 
Tex as 
and 
California. They too hav e been pu t off the land by 
agricu ltu ral laws. In California, the Giffen Company 
of Fresno Cou nty got $2,397,073, while the Sou th 
Lake Farms got $1,468 ,696. In Fresno Cou nty , 481 
farmers receiv ed a total of $18 ,213,38 2 last y ear from 
Uncle Sam for not growing crops and for pu tting 
people ou t of work. 
The roll call is too long to pu blish here. Bu t it 
inclu des wheat su bsidies paid to Kansas and Sou th 
Dakota farmers and tobacco su bsidies paid to 
farmers in North Carolina and Kentu cky . Ev en 
Pu eto Rico benefits. Lu ce and Company got 
$5 18 ,224 for not raising su gar, while A. Roig Su cres 
got $349,095 and C. Brewer Company got $308 ,264. 
The Pu erto Ricans pu t ou t of work swarmed u p to 
Harlem and Chicago to swell the tenements, 
increase the employ ment problem, and some of 
them to increase the crime rate. 
Today in Congress the same members of the 
Hou se and Senate who v oted for these su bsidies are 
demanding a cu tback on antipov erty , edu cation, and 
big city hou sing. 
The people who sit u nder the plastic roofs in 
Ressu rection City listening to the rain beat down on 
their flimsy shacks don’t know these things. Bu t 
members of Congress do. They shou ld read the thick 
green v olu me listing these su bsidies. After reading, 
they shou ld balance the economic score. 


Unresponsive 'Guinea Pigs' 
It cou ld only hav e happened in Sweden. 
In a recent ex perim ent, a grou p of teen­ 
agers was ex posed to sev en films which had 
been banned by Swedish gov ernment censors 
for showing to children, reports Scandinav ian 
Times magazine. 
With psy chiatrists on hand ju st in case, the 
children watched realistic war scenes, mob 
killings, 
rape, 
sadistic 
beatings, 
sex u al 
ex cesses and orgies of bru tality . Ev en scenes 
deleted for showing to adu lt au diences were 
inclu ded. 
The effect on the children was su rprisingly 
mild. Abou t 8 0 per cent of the teen-agers 
showed no perceptible reactions at all. The 
other 20 per cent had trou ble sleeping for a 
few nights. Bu t only one, a 13-y ear-old girl 
with a record of n e u r o t i c trou ble, was 
distu rbed for a longer period. 
The strongest reactions weie registered 
among Swedish scientists. Some denou nced 
u sing the children as gu inea pigs and ex pos­ 
ing them to real risks. Others equ ally v ocifer­ 
ou sly defended the ex periment 
Adding fu el to the controv ersy , a report 
from the Swedish Film Institu te, based on 
three y ears’ research, contended that film 
censorship 
o f f e r s little or no protection 
against possible harmfu l effects. 
The researchers fou nd little ev idence that 
films distu rb a person or inspire antisocial 
behav ior, u nless the p e r s o n is already 
distu rbed—in which case ANY film may 
release the latent emotional ex plosion. 
Sine * children can be frightened by films 
completely dev oid of what grownu ps consider 
v iolence or horror, the board’s recom m enda­ 
tion was: No child shou ld go to the mov ies 
alone.

Bu t within his proper scope, the 
rev iewer 
has enormou s leeway . 
His honest opinion, howev er sev ere, 
is protected by the constitu tional 
gu arantees of free speech and free 
press. 
Fu rthermore, the law recognizes 
that a critic may hav e to u se pu n­ 
gent langu age to make his point. 
As one cou rt pu t it, the critic may 
indu lge in “all those delightfu l 
tou ches of sty le which go to make 
an article readable.” 
What abou t adv erse comments 
ou tside the field of the arts? By 
and large, if it is a matter of legiti­ 
mate pu blic concern, the same 
broad freedom of opinion prev ails. 
Thu s, cou rts hav e rejected the 
complaint of a pu blic contractor, 
criticized for his workmanship; of 
a financier, criticized for promot­ 
ing a new transit sy stem; and of a 
football coach, criticised for his 
strategy . 
Tru e enou gh, su ch brickbats may 
be hard to bear. Bu t the pu blic is 
benefited. Not only is freedom 
u pheld bu t also taste is fostered— 
by the encou ragement of work that 
is good and the discou ragement of 
work that is bad. 
As for the hapless v ictim, he 
himself has inv ited criticism by 
su bmitting his work to the pu blic 
in the first place. 
“He shou ld not be thin-skinned,” 
commented one ju dge, “if the criti­ 
cism so inv ited is not gentle.”

JEFFERSON CITY — There’s a possibility that 
y ou r au tomobile may carry a good booster for 
Missou ri’s tou rism trade, if Tou rism Commission 
director Will Dav is’ su ggestion that the name 
“Variety land” be added to the state’s license plates 
becomes reality . 
“Missou ri has something for ev ery one,” Dav is 
said, “regardless of age or interest,” 
The promotion work of the Tou rism Commission 
shou ld make Missou ri one of the top tou rist states 
according to Dav is becau se, “We’v e had a good 
tou rist bu siness, bu t mainly by accident. People 
passing throu gh the state see how mu ch we hav e to 
offer, then stay longer and often retu rn;” 
The commission has spent more than Missou ri 
has ev er spent prev iou sly on tou rism promotion, and 
plans to spend su bstantially more nex t y ear. While 
the commission has been condu cting an ex tensiv e 
adv ertising campaign in national magazines to 
promote Missou ri, it has also been encou raging 
Missou rians to see their own state first. 
To su pplement the ads that ran in 300 Missou ri 
newspapers, the commission has begu n spot 
telev ision and radio ads. Dav is said that adv ertising 
within the state’s bou ndaries is an area that needs 
attention and “there has been a great lack in the 
past of encou raging trav el in the state by ou r own 
residents.” 
Dav is emphasizes the fact that this increased 
spending is in no way wastefu l, say ing “Money that 
is intelligently spent is not an ex penditu re, bu t an 
inv estment.” He is encou raged by the fact that the 
people are starting to realize what promoting 
Missou ri can mean in long-range increased rev enu e. 
Althou gh he realizes that Missou ri cannot hav e a 
y ear-rou nd tou rist season like California or Florida, 
he wants to see it increased to at least eight or nine 
months. Dav is will try to begin a fall tou rist season 
in Missou ri, bu ilt arou nd the theme “See Missou ri 
When It Is Most Beau tifu l.” The campaign will be 
aimed solely at Missou rians, encou raging them to 
get ou t and see Missou ri in au tu mn and to also get in 
some late season fishing. 
FEDERAL AID 
Many ou tdoor recreation areas in Missou ri are 
being dev eloped now with matching money from the • 
federal Land and Water Conserv ation fu nd. 
The State Inter-Agency Cou ncil for Ou tdoor- 
Recreation, made u p of the heads of 13 state 
agencies, meets once a month this y ear to consider 
applications from state agencies and local gov ern­ 
ments seeking federal recreation money . 
Since the cou ncil was formed in 1966, it has 
approv ed more than $4 million in grants, half of that 
total going to local gov ernments. Most of the state’s 
share has gone to the State Park Board and 
Conserv ation Commission. 
A local gov ernment body may apply for assistance 
if it has a local recreation dev elopment plan and the 
necessary local fu nds for its project. If an applica­ 
tion is approv ed by the State Inter-Agency Cou ncil, 
it is forwarded to the U.S. Bu reau of Ou tdoor Rec­ 
reation in Ann Arbor, Mich. If federal approv al is 
granted, the fu nds are sent to the cou ncil to be 
passed along to the local gov ernment. Ex penses of 
administering the grants are paid by the state. 
A. Basey Vanlandingham II, project consu ltant, 
said the cou ncil giv es priority to requ ests for fu nds 
to acqu ire land. At present there is a backlog of 
applications for more than $1 million in projects that 
hav e not y et been fu nded. 
“We welcome applications for these federal 
matching fu nds, bu t there is now a one to two y ear 
wait,” Vandlandingham said. “The best chance a 
local gov ernment has to get its application approv ed 
and receiv e a grant is to ask for fu nds for land 
acqu isition.” 
REGIONAL PLAN 
Early last month, Gov . Warren E. Heames 
dedicated the first of three newly -created regions of 
the Missou ri State Park Board, at Brookfield. Other 
regional centers at Festu s and Lebanon will be 
dedicated later. 
Under the new regional plan, three su perv isors 
will be responsible for the planning, organizing and 
direction of maintenance of the parks u nder his 
su perv ision. Heames cited this as an effort to get the 
gov ernment closer to the people. 
Heames said the statewide park program has been 
ex panded greatly in the past few y ears with 
increased fu nds and a record nu mber of park 
v isitors. Fu nds hav e also been prov ided for a new 
park ranger program whereby rangers will be 
av ailable to assist and protect gu ests to make their 
v isit more enjoy able.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Operations on the Aged 
Use Improved Techniques 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


As a resu lt of the ev er increasing adv ances in 
medical science there is an ev er greater nu mber of 
persons who are su rv iv ing past age 65. Su ch persons 
often need su rgical operations. Whereas, in the past, 
operation on elderly persons was limited to life^ 
sav ing emergencies, they are now u ndertaken for all 
ty pes of su rgical conditions with confidence in their 
su ccess. This change in attitu de had been brou ght 
abou t by better knowledge of the normal phy siology 
of the aged, better su rgical techniqu e and modern 
dru gs. 
Two or three centu ries ago, it was common to 
abserv e senility in persons who were in their early 
40s. In any era some persons reach senility at a 
mu ch earlier age than others. This is becau se it is 
the diseases one encou nters, not the nu mber of 
one’s y ears, that giv es one the appearance of being 
old. 
When an elderly person needs an operation, 
therefore, the su rgeon’s first du ty is to determine 
how well his body is fu nctioning. This is especially 
important as regards his heart and blood v essels. 
Clu es will be fu rnished by the electrocardiogram, 
blood pressu re and pu lse rate. A chest X ray ' 
m e a s u r e m e n t 
of 
l u ng 
c a pa c i t y ! 
electroencenphalogram and tests of liv er and kidney 
fu nction are also important. 
When these tests indicate that the operation can 
be safely u ndertaken, the qu estion of an anesthetic 
arises. Here again, great adv ances hav e been made 
in recent y ears. Respiratory complications hav e 
been av oided by giv ing the anesthetic throu gh a tu be 
introdu ced into the windpipe and by greater u se of 
local or spinal anesthesia. Lowering the patient’s 
body temperatu re also had certain adv antages. 
Whenev er possible, it is a great boon to an elderly 
patient if the operation can be performed in his 
home instead of a hospital. The fear that an 
operation might send an aged person into a mental 
crisis has been dispelled by the fact that in most 
cases it resu lts in improv ed mental ou tlook, a keener 
interest in one’s su rrou ndings and greater phy sical 
ability .

NEW YORK (AP) - Eco no ­ 
mists here are talking these 
day s abo ut the iro ny o f timing 
that no w presents France with 
little cho ice but to inflate its 
eco no my when it can little af­ 
fo rd to do so . 
If 
wo rker 
demands 
had 
cracked the eco no mic surface 
so ex plo siv ely two y ears ag o it 
wo uld hav e been mo re under­ 
standable, they say , fo r this is 
when the lid o f eco no mic re­ 
straint was heav iest. 
“ I co uld hav e understo o d it a 
lo t mo re if it o ccurred in 19 6 6 ,” 
said an internatio nal banker 
statio ned here. "There’s no 
questio n that austerity play ed 
an underly ing ro le, but austerity 
has been relax ed fo r two y ears 
no w.” 
Of half a do zen well info rmed 
eco no mists and bankers ques­ 
tio ned, o nly o ne said he fo resaw 
the present wo rker uprising at 
this time. And he co nceded he 
did no t believ e it wo uld co me 
with such fury . 
The seco nd iro ny o f timing is 
that wo rker demands Ukely will 
driv e up the prices o f French 
g o o ds at the time they must re­ 
main co mpetitiv e, fo r France is 
scheduled to lo wer so me tariff 
barriers J uly 1. 
To see abo rted so me 10 y ears 
o f preparatio n, a decade o f eco ­ 
no mic discipline meant to as­ 
sure French industry a stro ng 
po sitio n in a tariff-free Euro ­ 
pean Co mmo n Market, is as 
perplex ing to eco no mists as the 
uprising itself must be to the De 
Gaulle g o v ernment. 
When Charles de Gaulle as­ 
sumed the presidency o f France 
10 y ears ag o he dev alued the 
franc immediately . This was 
reco g nitio n o f reality , as were 
the y ears o f restraint that fo l­ 
lo wed. Finally the eco no my was 
stabilized. 
In internatio nal affairs De 
Gaulle pro mo ted ex po rts. With 
internal demand kept lo w by 
eco no mic restraints, the g o o ds 
that Frenchmen made o ften 
were shipped abro ad. Mo ney 
flo wed into France, o ften to be 
redeemed fo r g o ld. 
Fro m 19 5 8, when De Gaulle 
to o k o v er, to 19 6 6 , when austeri­ 
ty was mo st sev ere, France’s 
g o ld pile g rew fro m $75 0 millio n 
to $5 billio n. In additio n, France 
held ano ther $800 millio n in fo r­ 
eig n currencies. 
This made France a v ery rich 
natio n. The U.S. eco no my , fo r 
ex ample, has $13 billio n in re­ 
serv e. France, o ne-eig hth the 
size, pro ducing $100 billio n o f 
g o o ds and serv ices a y ear, had 
$5 .8 billio n in sav ing s in 19 6 6 . 
This meant, ho wev er, that the 
Frenchman wasn’t permitted to 
enjo y all the fruits o f his labo r. 
Go ld is wealth, the wo rld 
ag rees, but it can’t be enjo y ed 
unless it is spent fo r so mething 
that can be eaten, wo rn o r used. 
De Gaulle, ho wev er, seemed 
intent o n keeping France stro ng 
internatio nally 
by 
ho arding 
g o ld. And he seemed deter­ 
mined 
to 
retain 
do mestic 
streng th by keeping wo rkers 
fro m making inflatio nary de­ 
mands. 
As a result, French pro duc­ 
tio n this y ear is hig her by an 
annual rate o f 6 per cent but 
wag es hav e risen o nly 3 per 
cent, o r the same rate as infla­ 
tio n. Wag e increases hav e been 
especially slo w in g o v ernment 
enterprises. 
A surv ey no w sho ws France 
has the hig hest co st o f liv ing 
and the lo ng est wo rking ho urs 
o f the six member natio ns o f the 
Co mmo n Market, which are 
lo wering tariffs to each o ther. 


Fo r French business, already 
wo rking o n relativ ely thin pro fit 
marg ins, the reactio n to hig her 
wag es o rdinarily mig ht be to 
raise prices. But with trade bar­ 
riers do wn. Co mmo n Market 
co mpetitio n mig ht rule this o ut. 


As a result, bankruptcies o f 
smaller firms co uld g ro w in 


number. And the trend to merg ­ 
ers—with o ther French firms 
and with Italian and German 
co mpanies—mig ht accelerate o n 
the theo ry that in size there is 
eco no mic streng th. 
So me eco no mists also fo recast 
dev aluatio n, but this may be a 
lo ng way o ff. “ Fo r the French 
to dev alue while sitting ato p 
nearly $6 billio n o f mo netary re­ 
serv es is a little absurd,” said 
Leif Olsen, v ice president o f 
First Natio nal City Bank.

WarH. 
Had the So v iets succeeded in 
reaching the Rhine befo re the 
Allies cro ssed that riv er, they 
wo uld hav e been in po sitio n to 
hav e menaced France and the 
lo w co untries, and to hav e co n­ 
tro lled v irtually all o f Germany 
instead o f settling fo r a div isio n 
o f co ntro l with the Allies. 
This, in turn, mig ht hav e al­ 
tered the who le shape and fate 
o f po stwar Euro pe. 
These co nclusio ns are implicit 
in the Army ’s acco unt o f the 
late stag es o f the So v iet-Ger­ 
man war. 
That acco unt, titled “ Stalin­ 
g rad to Berlin” , was researched 
and written by Army histo rian 
Earl F. Ziemke. He drew o n 
captured German do cuments 
and o n So v iet military writing s. 
Acco rding to this study , the 
So v iet hig h co mmand staff in 
the late fall o f 19 44 planned a 
winter o ffensiv e that was to 
hav e ended the war in abo ut 45 
day s. 
The o ffensiv e beg an J an. 
12, 19 45 , and within two weeks 
So v iet units were clo sing up to 
the Oder Riv er. 
But o n Feb. 17 ,19 4 5 , Ziemke 
wro te, the So v iet staff “ sudden­ 
ly scrapped the who le o rig inal 
plan” and o rdered Marshal 
Geo rg i K. Zhuko v and o ther 
field leaders to dean up the 
flanks o f the adv ancing So v iet 
armies. 
This, in the v iew o f U.S. 
Army histo rians, wasted almo st 
six weeks. 
“ By the end o f the third week 
in February the g reat So v iet 
19 45 winter o ffensiv e had co me 
to a dead halt,” the study said.

Prof Left Books for Left Hooks 


Dr. Nathan Hare and Muhammad Ali 
.4 pai r of “ old " p rize 
fi ghters

N EW Y O R K — (N E A )—Last 
June Dr. Nathan Hare was 
bounced, or “ dehired” as the 
technical phrasing has it, from 
his position as sociology pro­ 
fessor at Howard University. 
Though he had published 
more than anyone else in the 
department and was also con­ 
sidered highly popular with 
students. Hare found he was 
persona non grata at most 
universities. He had been an 
outspoken “ B l a c k Power 
m ilitant, leading rallies and 
campus protests at Howard. 
With 
no college teaching 
jobs open to him, he returned 
to his only other profession. 
At 34, he' became a profes­ 
sional prize f i g h t e r once 
again. 
“ Those are the only 
two areas I know anything 
about,” he said. 
He went into training in 
September. On Dec. 5, Hare 
had his first bout on the come­ 


back trail and knocked out 
Dick Smith in the first round 
at Washington, D.C.’s Capitol 
Arena. 
Another bout was scheduled 
for February, but that one 
never came off because San 
Francisco State College asked 
him to head its new Black 
Studies curriculum . 
“ No,” 
he 
said, 
grinning, 
“ an athletic scholarship did 
not come with the offer. But 
I wanted to get back to teach­ 
ing, though I think I could 
have done very well in the 
ring.” 
Hare is a welterweight. He 
admits to being a scientific 
boxer, which is why he felt 
age was no handicap in the 
ring. 
“ Sluggers who know little 
about the intricacies of the 
fight game,” he said, “ peter 
out. But scientific fighters can 
go a long time. I ’m in excel­ 
lent condition. Besides, I had 
one of the best trainers in 
the business, Bobby Brown.

Tiger.” 
Hare, 
who 
had 
been 
a 
Golden Gloves and Arm y box­ 
ing champion, began his pro 
fight career in 1962, the same 
year he b e g a n teaching at 
Howard. He had three fights, 
winning two, b e f o r e that 
career was stopped by two 
Howard deans. 
“ I was fighting under an 
assumed name, Nat H arris, 
because I f e a r e d Howard 
wouldn’t look favorably on my 
being a boxer,” he said. “ I 
was right. In m y third bout at 
Capitol Arena, it happened 
that two deans from school 
were in the audience. After­ 
ward they told me, ‘Fight or 
teach, you can’t do both.’ ” 


As a y o u n g s t e r in San 
Diego, Hare read books on 
prize fighting and became en­ 
thusiastic. He stuffed an old 
duffel bag with rags, painted 
a 
h u m a n 
f i g u r e 
“ with 


muscles” on it, hung it on a 
clothesline at the end of the 
project where he lived, and 
began flailing away. Years 
later, as a m aster’s degree 
candidate at the U niversity of 
Chicago, Hare wrote his thesis 
on what happens to old fight­ 
ers. 
“ S o m e t i m e s 
it’s 
very 
tragic,” 
he 
said, 
“ because 
some fighters know only one 
thing in life. And when they 
are finished, they’re lost. Like 
Johnny Saxton, who tried to 
commit suicide, and Johnny 
Bratton, who was committed 
to a mental institution. And 
now 
Floyd 
Patterson, 
who 
doesn’t know when to quit.” 
An addendum c o u l d be 
placed on the thesis. At least 
one old fighter was banished 
to an ivory tower. 
Does Hare still have pugil­ 
istic ambitions? 
“ I ’m 
always 
doing

work,” he said, “ in case I ’m 
ever dehired again.”

Franks calls them “ vaseline 
balls” and declared all three 
Los Angeles Dodger pitchers his 
club faced during the weekend 
threw them. 
He didn't limit his accusation 
to any particular team. 
“ I never saw so many guys 
with vaseline in their hair—just 
plastered down." said Franks 
after his club had beaten the 
Dodgers 5-1 Sunday. “ Under the 
new rules, as long as a pitcher 
doesn't go to his mouth, he can 
go anyplace he wants. 
I ’ve seen caps sopped with 
vaseline. Pitchers keep it any­ 
place, on their wrists, on their 
foreheads, behind their ears. 
Anybody can throw it and it 
only takes a dab. 
“'We’ve seen it all this season 
but now we see it more and 


more. I ’d say between 20 and 30 
are using it.” 
Franks didn’t mention wheth­ 
er any of his Giants threw the 
super slippery delivery

threre was no suggestion that 
Juan Marichal used anything 
artificial as he tossed a three- 
hitter to beat the Dogers in the 
finale of a three-game series.

Electing a President Complicated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
American voter in primaries or 
through state party conventions 
is engaged in the first of three 
—sometimes four—stages of a 
presidential election process 
that has been in evolution since 
the Founding Fathers quarreled 
over it. It is still in dispute. 
No part of it follows precisely 
the pattern the framers of the 
Constitution thought they were 
cutting. 
Much of it, particularly the 
elaborate nomination process 
now functioning, they never 
thought of. That comprises 
Stages 1 and 2: the selection of 
delegates to the national party 
conventions, and the nomination 
of candidates at those conven­ 
tions in August. 
The men who labored over 
the nation's basic charter in 
Philadelphia in 1787 concerned 
themselves mainly with Stage 
3, creation of the Electoral Col­ 
lege which they planned as the 
real vehicle of decision. It is 
still that, but only technically 
and in a fashion they wouldn’t 
recognize, with the decision 
ready-made. 
Perhaps even less nearly in­ 
tact is the provision for the in­ 
frequently needed Stage 4—se­ 
lection of a president by the 
House of Representatives if no 
candidate gets an electoral ma­ 
jority. No. 4 is a bugaboo this 
year to big party leaders who 
fear George Wallace’s third par­ 
ty effort will bring it into play. 


The 
Constitution 
drafters 
doubted the average voter could 
know enough about men and is­ 
sues for popular selection of a 
president. Yet they didn’t want 
Congress or the state legisla­ 
tures to have the task. 


So they devised the Electoral 
College system. 
As then envisioned, outstand­ 
ing men would be selected in 
each state, in a number equal to 
the state’s representation in the 
House and Senate. They would 
get together and pick the presi­ 
dent and vice president of the 
United States. 
The Constitution writers ex­ 
pected legislatures to pick the 
electors. 
None of it worked quite as 
planned. There was party pres­ 
sure even in the first two elec­ 
tions. Evolution toward the 
two-party system was rapid, 
and the parties backed their 
own men for electors. 
By 1824 all but two states 
named their electors by popular 
vote. Now, of course, they all 
do. 
From that movement a natur­ 
al development was the winner- 
take-all system by which a 
state’s whole electoral vote goes 
to the presidential candidate 
whose forces win a plurality in 
the state. 
Technically an elector doesn’t 
have to vote that way, and a 
few haven’t done it. The most 
recent one was the Oklahoman 
who held out for the late Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia in 
1960. While the rest of the 
state’s electors went to Richard 
M. Nixon. 
But by and large they go to 
the state capital and vote as ex­ 
pected, simply making the elec­ 
tion outcome official. The Col­ 
lege as a whole never does 
meet. 
A number of states do have 
laws directing electors to follow 
the election results, some of 
them with penalties for disobe­ 
dience. But others do not have 


Debate Highlights 


NEW YORK (AP) - Follow­ 
ing are highlights of the discus­ 
sion Saturday night in San 
Francisco between Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy and Eugene J. Mc­ 
Carthy on ABC radio and televi­ 
sion: 
Q. What would you do to stop 
violence and riots in this coun­ 
try? 
Kennedy: “ I would help police 
departments through funds ... 
I have gone into the ghettos ... 
and said we can’t solve these 
problems overnight ... I think 
we have to provide jobs with the 
government being the employer 
as a last resort and then bring­ 
ing the private sector in in a 
major way ... doing away as 
much as possible with the wel­ 
fare system ... and getting peo­ 
ple jobs by giving the private 
sector tax incentives and tax 
credits.” 
McCarthy: ” 1 think 1 am in 
general agreement ... there 
ought to be federal money given 
to state and local authorities ... 
that the use of either federal 
troops or national guards should 
be a very reserved use ... and 
what we have to do is to begin 
to build a million houses a year 
for the low-income people. Un­ 
less we do that ... no matter 
how many police we have ... 
there will be protests, there will 
be some violence.” 
Q. If you were president, what 
would you do in Vietnam? 
McCarthy: “ I would be de-cs- 
calating the war in Vietnam and 
drawing back from some of our 
advanced positions while still 
holding strength ... I would not 
have the secetarv of state mak­ 
ing statements about how we 
would have no coalition govern­ 
ment to come out of the confer­ 
ence in Paris .. I’m not partic­ 
ularly concerned whether it is 
called a coalition or fusion ... 
and we have to recognize that 
that government will include the 
National Liberation Front.” 
Kennedy: “ I’d pursue the ne­ 
gotiations in Paris At the same 
time I d make it quite clear that 
we would expect Saigon ... to 
begin their own negotiations 
with the National Liberation 
Front. I would be opposed to 
what I understand Sen Mc­ 
Carthy's position is of forcing a 
coalition government on the 
government of Saigon, a coali­ 
tion with the Communists even 
before we begin the negotiations 
... that should be determined 
by the negotiators, and particu­ 
larly by'Those people of South 
Vietnam. 
“ I would demand privately 
and publicly an end to the cor­ 
ruption that exists in Vietnam 
... I would make it clear as we 
went along that the South Viet­ 
namese are going to carry more 
and more of the burden of con­ 
flict ” 
McCarthy ” 1 didn’t say I was 
going to force a coalition gov­ 
ernment on the South Viet­ 
namese I said we should make 
clear we are willing to accept 
that If the South Vietnamese 
want to continue to fight, work 
out 
Iheir 
own 
negotiations 
that's well and good ” 
Q What about tax increases 
—the President has made a 
very strong appeal for a 10 per 
cent surcharge. 
Kennedy: “ I have said that 1 
would take an increase in taxes. 
I think the 10 per cent is too 
high, and I think it's too unfair 
to middle income groups ... 
Secondly. I would like a tax re­ 
form r>rot»ram 
there are doz­ 


ens of people who make more 
than a million dollars a year 
who pay no taxes at all ... I 
think it’s unjust and unreason­ 
able ... I would like to see a pro­ 
gram so that all people pay 
their just share of taxes. ” 
McCarthy: “ I think everyone 
is for that; the question of elimi­ 
nating inequities in the code; 
these real loopholes were the 
things we should have attacked 
in the big tax cut of ’64 ... So far 
as the surtax is concerned, I 
recommended earlier that they 
use credit controls and some se­ 
lective excise tax ... I think we 
may have to be forced to ... a 
surtax of 6 or maybe 8 per cent 
... 6 per cent plus a $6 billion cut 
in expenditures. ” 
Q. President Johnson has 
been emphasizing that, no mat­ 
ter who is the next president, 
the United States will keep its 
commitments in Asia. What do 
you think? 
Kennedy: ‘‘I expect that we 
are going to remain in Korea. I 
think we have a position in the 
world that we cannot ignore. I 
don’t think that position rests on 
military power so much as what 
our moral leadership is ... think 
that 
aggression 
would 
be 
against the United Nations, 
which is still the power in South 
Korea ... I do think we have 
some commitments around the 
globe... to Israel, for instance 
... but what I don’t think is 
that we can be policemen of the 
world.” 
McCarthy: “ I have been a 
strong defender of President 
Truman and his intervention in 
Korea. I think we have clear ob­ 
ligations to the Chinese in For­ 
mosa, Taiwan. We have clear 
obligation to the Japanese by 
vitrue of the treaty ... we have a 
clear moral, legal responsibility 
in the Middle East to Israel, and 
also I think a strong obligation 
to maintain strength in NATO.” 
Q. Should Secretary of State 
Rusk be replaced? 
Kennedy: “ I think he’s been a 
very dedicated American ... I 
happen to disagree with the pol­ 
icies he’s espousing ... but I 
don’t question his integrity. I 
have a direct difference, quite 
clear difference with the secre­ 
tary of state. I doubt very much 
that he would want to remain 
under those circumstances... 
McCarthy: I think we give 
cabinet members too much pro­ 
tection ... They ought to be held 
answerable for policy mistakes 
and for position mistakes ... 
cabinet members ought to be 
more expendable than sena­ 
tors.” 
Q. Why should you be the next 
president of the United States? 
Kennedy: “ I’ve had the ex­ 
perience 
in 
the 
executive 
branch of the government ... I 
was involved with the problems 
of peace, the problems of races 
getting along with each other ... 
I’ve sponsored specific pieces of 
legislation ... I’m going to dedi­ 
cate myself, no matter what 
happens, to the betterment and 
improvement of this country 
and the people.” 


McCarthy: “ I’ve served in the 
Congress for 20 years ... and in 
that time I think I’ve served on 
nearly every one of the critical 
committees ... in addition to 
that, since 1949, I’ve been in­ 
volved in the problem of civil 
rights ... I think that in this year 
I sensed what this country need­ 
ed ... there’s a new confidence 
in the future of America ” 


such laws and there is nothing 
in the Constitution about it. 
The winner-take-all system 
has been under attack almost 
from the start, the chief com­ 
plaint centering on the possibili­ 
ty of election of a minority pres­ 
ident. 
Critics 
draw 
ammunition 
from the fact that there have 
been 14 cases of presidents 
elected with less than a majori­ 
ty of the popular vote, including 
three in which the winner got 
less than his nearest rival. 
The three standouts: 
—1824, when John Quincy Ad­ 
ams was outpolled by Andrew 
Jackson but neither got an elec­ 
toral majority, and the House 
chose Adams; 
—1876, when Rutherford B. 
Hayes fell below Samuel J. Til- 
den but got in by one electoral 
vote after a congressional com­ 
mission upheld Hayes in con­ 
tests over four states’ votes; 
—1888, when Benjamin Harri­ 
son won out over Grover Cleve­ 
land who had more popular 
votes. 
Nothing will be done about it 
this year if ever, so the Novem­ 
ber candidates will by vying for 
full state votes and needing 
enough to pile up a majority of 
270. The total roster of electors 
is 538—435 to equal House mem­ 
bership, 100 to match the num­ 
ber of senators, and three for 
the District of Columbia. 
As the Constitution originally 
had it, the electors would each 
vote for two men, high man to 
be president and second man 
vice president. 
If nobody got a majority the 
House would take over the elec­ 
tion, choosing among five top 
men in the electoral count. 
Again the winner would be pres­ 
ident and the runner-up vice 
president. 
That only lasted through the 
Jefferson-Burr tangle of 1800 
which wound up with bitter po­ 


litical enemies in the two top 
spots. 
The 12th Amendment to the 
Constitution provided for sep­ 
arate votes on president and 
vice president. 
And about all it left of proce­ 
dures for a House election was 
the rule, still in existence, that 
state delegations get only one 
vote each, equating big New 
York with tiny Rhode Island. 
. The first contest to go to 
House election was the Jeffer- 
son-Burr election and it took 36 
House ballots to reach a deci­ 
sion. 
The second was Adams and 
Andrew Jackson in 1824. 
There have been none since, 
but the threat has been present 
in some of the 14 cases where 
third and fourth parties have 
prevented a winner from taking 
a popular majority. 
The threat arises with fresh 
force in 1968 from the prospect 
that Wallace may drain off 
Southern electoral votes. 
The Wallace challenge makes 
numerical control of the House 
delegations from the various 
states crucial, since a majority 
within a delegation determines 
how its single vote shall go. 
As its stands now a Democrat 
would win hands down in the 
House since that party controls 
29 delegations to 18 for the Re­ 
publicans, but a House vote for 
president would be by members 
elected in November, and al­ 
most any sort of shift appears 
possible. 
Republicans are claiming— 
with Democrats in disagree­ 
ment—that they will pick up the 
31 seats they would need for 
regular control of the House. 
But they could do that and still 
fall short of a majority 26 dele­ 
gations to pick a president. 
Or they could win fewer seats 
and still take presidential vote 
command. It depends on where 
the seats were won.
